*“‘Much credit is due to the police de- 
partment and the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice for the manner in which this elec- 
tion was conducted.”’ 

Frank E.. Fowler, an insurance man 
of $3118 Washington avenue, was foreman 
of the grand jury. The report is one 
of the briefest ever filed by a grand 
jury.

A short ladder, fastened to the tank’s 
rim by iron hooks, was the means of 
their descent. It was so short that 
they had to drop from its end to the 
floor of the tank, and to pull up to it 
again took some gymnastic skill. 

The fire in the Gharcoal stove was 
burning brightly when the two disap- 
peared through the manhole of the tank 
at ll a. m. The clang of their shoes 
on the steel floor was heard as they 
dropped into the regeptacle, and for a 
few minutes their pownding.on the sides 
of the tank was also heard. 

Then the pounding became intermit- 
tent, sometimes a faint rap, sometimes 
a rapid tattoo. Those outside thought 
it was part of the repair work, and 
gave little heed. 

At 3 o’clock, hearing nothing from the 
tank, and judging that the two should 
have finished their work there, Louis 
Spohr called to the pair several times, 
then climbed to the opem top and looked 
in. 
Breaks Hole in Tank. 

The stifling fumes almost overcame 
him. As he peered through the smoke, 
his eyes: watering violently, he saw 
shadowy forms lying beneath. 

Spohr called the employes of the woo! 
establishment, with several men from 
the Hummel Mfg. Co., across the street. 
Roy Clifford and Jim Downey lowered 
themselves on the ladder, held by ropes, 
and pulled out the younger of the un- 
conscious men. 

It was difficult to draw the limp form 
through the small opening at the top, 
and difficult to take hina down the out- 
side of the tank. ‘“‘That other man may 
die while we're taking him out,. if we 
do it this way,’’ said Spohr, and he be- 
gan with a sledge the wark of demolish- 
ing the side of the tank. A few blows 
made an aperture through which the 
gas-charged air escaped, and this was 
enlarged until the older of the uncon- 
scious men was taken out through it. 

“I don’t understand,” said oO. H. 
Spohr Friday, “how the gas could have 
become so dense within, When the hole 
at the top was never closed. As it was, 
the hole probably was all that saved 
their lives.”’ 

Cc. M. Hummel, emplover: of the two 
tinners, was at the hospdtal with them 
Friday, and Balak’s wifu, who lives at 
174 Burd avenue, was also there. It 
was learned at hig offire that T. c.

REDLANDS, Cal., Dec. 2.--Miss Clara 
Rectinwald, a handsome young nurse, 
is occupying the mansion here where 
George E. Myers, millionaire St. Louis 


tobacco man, died several months ago. | 


She was Myers’ housekeeper and nurse 
and has gone into deep mourning since 
his death. 

Miss Rectinwald’s mother and sister 
came to Redlands soon after Myers’ 
death and are’ at the Myers home with 
her. They drive about Redlands daily 
in an electric victoria and occasionally 
the mother and sister are seen at the 
theater, but Miss Rectinwald eschews 
amusements. 

Miss Recktinwald came to Redlands 
with Myers after the World’s Fair in 
St. Louis and assisted him in ‘selecting 


the decorations and, furnishing for the 


palatial home on the heights. She mo- 
tored with him in his touring car or 
victoria, and during his last illness 
cared for him with deep solicitude. 

Myers told acquaintances in Redlands 
that he intended that Miss Rectinwald 
should have a ranch in Montana. The 
fact that no bequest was made to her 
in his will is taken by these friends 
to mean that he conveyed it to her be- 
fore he died. ‘The will made no men- 
tion of the Redlands mansion, either.

Dates are given when the individual 
defendants are alleged to have made 
shipments over the line named at rates 
less than those on file with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. [t is al- 
leged that from western points to Phil- 
adelphia, the Millers obtained export 
rates where the law demanded they 
should be shipped under domestic rates. 
This saved them from 1 to 3 cents upon 
every hundred pounds of grain shipped. 
The Miller brothers put themselves in 
the -jurisdiction of the United States 
Court for the Southern District of 
Georgia through their shipments into 
this district over the lines of three cor- 
porations indicted.

INHERITED OFFICE 
S REAL ISSUE IN 
BRITISH ELECTION 


Fight Is to Strip Lords of 
Power to Override House 
of Commons. 


BUDGET AS A WEAPON 


Irish Find Hope of Home 
Rule in Supporting Elec- 
tive Lower House. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Stripped of com- 
plications, the question at issue in 
Great Britain is, May the voters rule 
through their elective House of Com- 
mons, or may a hereditary House of 
Lords, by its power of review and veto, 

deny them their wishes? 

But put in the language of the British 
leaders the propositions are: 1 To take 
from the House of Lords all power to 
pass upon the budget; 
Lords may reject a bill passed by the 
House of Commons at two successive 
sessions of Parliament, the third year 
they lose their power of veto and the 
will of the House of Commong shall 
prevail. 

The issue is an old one and has 
cropped up-frequently in the past cen- 
turies, On tha surface it seems likely 
to be fought to & finish now, but there 
are those who believe that both sides 
would be only too glad if there were 
some way to preyent a final settlement 
of the matter. \ 

Behind the main question are many 
great ones, chief\of which are a propo- 
sition to tax the_great landed estates 
owned chiefly by ‘the lords and their 
aristocratic associates the increasing of 
the number of lords, \thereby lowering 
the social standing of these exalted per- 
sonages, and, on the other hand, the 
robbing of the House of Lords of all 
real participation in making of laws for 
the kingdom... vA 

Premier the Real Ruler. 

In Great Britain the King reigns. But 
the Premier rules. The Premier and his 
cabinet are commonly \called ‘“‘the Gov- 
ernment.” They are members of the 
dominant political party as represented 
in the House of Commons. 

The House of Commons has 670 mem- 
bets who are elected by the direct vote 
of the people, vofing in districts. This 
body does thé work of legislating for 


the country. The House of Lords at 


present has 615 members, but usually 60 
members is a big attenddnce at the 
sessions of Parliament. 

Last year Premier Asquith brought 
forward in the House of Commons, 
where all financial bills must originate, 
the budget as proposed by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Lloyd- 
George. This provided for the expendi- 
ture of large sums of money for main- 
taining the Government, which was to 
be obtained by certain levies plainly 
set forth. One was for increased in- 
heritance tax, another was for an in- 
creased income tax, another was for an 
increased tax on making of spirituous 
liquors, and notice was given that the 
question of taxing real estate more 
heavily was being considered and would 
be brought forward for passage. 


The budget was not satisfactory to 
all elements supporting the Government, 
especially among the Irish members of 
Parliament, who opposed the increased 
tax on liquors, but as they saw an op- 
portunity to win out on their home rule 
dream, they supported Mr. Asquith and 
the budget was passed by the House of 
Commons. 


It went to the House of Lords, or 


rather the pocketbooks of its members. 
There was a great outpouring of lords, 
such as had not been seen in years. 


Power of the Lords. 

Thus the bill for the maintaining of 
the Government as passed by the House 
of Commons, which was responsible di- 
rectly to the people, was vetoed by the 
hereditary House of Lords, answerable 
to nobody. 

The laws of Great Britain provide for 
just such an emergency. Parliament 
was disbanded and a new election or- 
dered. The Government went before 
the people and defended its proposed 
means of raising taxes and Premier 
Asquith announced that he would ask 
the King to name a sufficient number 
of new members of the House of Lords 
as would make it pessible for the Gov- 
ernment to overcome the majority 
against it in the upper house. The 
result of the election was a tremendous 
victory for the’ Government. 

About this time King Edward died, 
and by mutual agreement it was de- 
cided to let politics subside for the 
time being, and in the meanwhile a 
committee composed of members 
from the two houses conferred in the 
effecting a compromise. 
When the new Parliament met a few 
days ago, Premier Asquith let it be 
known that the conference had 
failed, and that the fight was on as 
bitterly as ever. But since the pro- 
roguement of the previous  parlia- 
ment the Chancellor of the Excheq- 
uer came into the possession of some- 
$60,000,000 -of inheritance taxes, 
which made it possible for him to 
modify’ his budget in minor detail. 


In answer to Mr. Asquith the House; 


of Lords brought forward a scheme 
for future legislation which lessened 
to a certain degree tlie strange hold 
legislation by the 
Lords, which proposition the Govern- 
ment rejected. Whereupon  Pariia- 
ment was prorogued and a new gen- 
eral election ordered, which will be- 
gin in about eight days. 

In the meantime, the United King- 
Gom is being upturned by a cam- 
paign unequaled in many genera- 
tions, The protectionists, who are 
‘among the wealthiest classes and par- 
Geuiaxty strong among the Lords and 
other landed gentry, are agitating for 


‘hy make. wu ary a tax ~a 


their lands or an increase tax on their 
incomes. The Irish members are nat- 
urally against the Lords because of 
the very general belief that the Gov- 
ernment will bring forward a bill giv- 
ing Ireland some form of home rule. 
Lords Campaigning Hard, 

On the other hand the Lords and 
their followers are doing everything 
in their power to overwhelm the Gov- 
ernment at the polls so that the great 
constitutional questions involved may 
be again pigeon-holed and a new 
scheme of raising money be brought 
forward by a new Government. 

It is doubted by some well informed 
people whether Mr. Asquith would go 
to the exetreme of asking King 
George to make more peers in order 
to pass legislation, for after all the 
people of England are pretty well

satisfied with thelr form of govern- 
ment.

FOES B BREAK EVEN 


IN FIRST ELECTION 


Forecast of Anti-Goveramegt 
Landslide Not Yet Berne 
Out. 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—The nucleus of the 
new House of Commons was formed to- 
day by the unopposed nomination and 
consequent return of 11 unionists and 
four radicals. All were members of the 
last house, so there has been no trans- 
fer of seats from one party to the oth- 
er. The unionists elected include Joseph 
Chamberlain, Birmingham; A. J. Bal- 
four, city of London; George Wyndham, 
Dover, and J. S. -Harmood-Banner, 


Liverpool, while Thomas Burt, long the 
representative of the miners in Mor- 
peth, comes back on the Liberal side. 

A. A. Haworth had an unexpected 
walkover in South Manchester, the un- 
ionist candidate, P. K. Glazebrook, ap- 
pearing six minutes after the time for 
filing nominations had expired. Glaze- 
brook explained that he thought the 
hours for filing nominations were from 
12 to 2 o’clock, but his protest was dis- 
allowed and Haworth was declared 
elected. 

Tomorrow will see 70 elections. The 
constituencies are so scattered through- 
out the United Kingdom that the re- 
sults should furnish a fair index of the 
feeling of the country. Thirty-six of 
these seats formerly were held by Lib- 
erals, 26 by unionists and eight by la- 
‘borites. In many cases the majorities 





oe so small the verdict of January 
last may easily be reversed. 

One unionist forecast is a net gain of 
90 seats and unionist optimists see the 
possibility of an anti-government land- 
slide. However, the confidence of the 
liberals in a return to power is un- 
shaken.

~ SMALL COST FOR 
PARK GOLF LINKS 


Expenses to Arrange Course 
in Forest Park Compari- 
tively Little. 


VIEWS OF H. W. ALLEN 


Secretary of Club Estimates 
It Would Take $2500 
Yearly for Maintenance. 


Golf players, members of the private 
golf clubs of St. Louis. who are en- 
thustiastic over the movement inaugu- 


| rated by the Post-Dispatch to establish 


public golf links tn Forest Park, are of 
the opinion that the expense to the 
city would be very small. They ‘are 
interested because they declare that th- 
game of golf ia a fine strength-bullder 
and one of the most healthful sports 


for the genera! public. 

The cost of maintaining the links by 
using employes of the Park Department 
would be only a small amount adai- 
tional in the annual appropriation of 
the city. 

As a basis for computing the cost of 
a public green in Forest Park the Post- 
Dispatch has collected data and fig- 
ures showing the amount of ground 
necessary and the cost of equipping 2 
practical golf course. These figures 
are based on the cost of fashioning a 
modern green of blue grass or méadow 
course such as is used by the private 
clubs. Most of this expense will be 
eliminated by using the natural grass 
and advantages to be found in various 
sections of Forest Park. 

Small Expense to City. 

According to Henry W. Alien, secre- 
tary of the Bellerive Country Club, a 
practical 18-hole private course of 6000 
yards can be constructed for $20,000. 
This includes laying out the course, 
grading, piping and permanently drain- 
ing the green, fertilizing and seeding 
the entire course. But most of that 
expense would be eliminated by the 
city. 

The equipment necessary to maintain 
such a course will cost approximately 
$2500, according to Allen. This will in- 
clude two horses, two mowing machines, 
one gasoline mower and one roller. The 
maintenance cost where a force is used 
exclusively for the golf course will ap- 
proximate $7500 a year, which includes a 
professional caretaker and superinten- 
dent, in Allen’s opinion. If regular em- 
ployes of the park departments are 
used in connection with other work this 
maintenance expense could be cut to 
about $3000 annually, he thinks. 

‘‘A public course such as suggested by 
the Post-Dispatch would be a lasting 
benefit to St. Louisans,’’ Allen told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “Golf is a 
healthful pastime, and a public course 
would enable thousands to enjoy the 
privilege now within reach of only a 
comparative few. 

“It is the duty of the city to use its 
parks for the benefit of the city’s pop- 
ulation. There is a demand for a pub- 
lic golf course for the people. 

75 Acres Needed. 

“In laying out a golf course, it will 
be necessary to have 76 acres of ground. 
The course should have hills, brooks, 
and a lake if. possible, to provide natural 
hazards. This would eliminate the con- 
struction of bunkers. 

‘There should be no trees on the fair 
ereen and woods should be avoided. The 
course may be bounded by trees and 
this would make a pretty setting, but 
the green should not be hampered by 
trees. A few hills would break the mo- 
notony for the players and would pro- 
duce much more pleasure than a level 
course. There should be no public roads 
running through the course to endanger 
the life of players. 

“Tf the course has a few natural 
hazards it is best not to construct ar- 
tificial bunkers until the course ‘finds 
itself by actual play.. The course will 
hecome better as it is played over, and 
it takes this play to make an ideal 


m | ereen. 


Natural Hazards Better. 
“An artificial lake may be constructed 
il necessary, but it will be crude and 
It is better and cheaper to 


choosing a course having these advan- 
tages. 

“The cost of providing artificial bunk- 
ers, if needed, would be’ probably only 
a few thousand dollars. If the city de- 
sires to provide a clubhouse for patruns 
it could also be used as a residence for 
the caretaker. Baths could be provided 
and many conveniences installed. Such 
a building could be constructed for ap- 
proximately $15,000. These expenses are 
not necessary at the start, but could be 
tullt by later appropriations, if desired. 

“To build such a course as I have out- 
lined would take about a year. If con- 
struction is begun next spring the course 
‘could be opened the following spring 
with a. new grassy green. It would take 
two years more to make it a perfect 
course.”’ 

Chance to Save Expense. 

It has been suggested by interested 
persons that a .ourse could be quickly 
laid out and opened next summer if the 
natural grass of Forest Park is used 
instead of waiting for a blue grass 
green. This would also eliminate a large 
part of the expense figured in the fore- 
‘going é@stimate. By choosing a grassy 
plot, clearing out the course and using 
natural hazards, the time of construc-

THE MARK TWAIN THEOREM. | 

One of the last stories Mark Twain published 
before his death was intended to demonstrate his 
théorem that when a lyuching mob takes a pris- 
}oner away from an American sheriff it would take 
nine such sheriffs to make one good, ordinary, 
fairly respectable natural coward. 

Under this theorem, lynchers, train robbers and 
desperadoes generally are natural cowards, not 
fairly respectable, but having the great advantage 
of rehearsals, enabling them to make up such 
minds as they have for action, while better men 
remain inactive because their minds are not made 
up. 

This applies to the latest demonstration in train- 
robbery. The very ordinary sort of a desperado 
who was going through the pockets of a carload 
of unprepared people near Blytheville, Ark., was 
pronounced justifiably dead by the coroner at the 
next station. This required only a few minutes 
and the train then went on its way, while the 
money taken by the robber from its passengers 
was being returned to them. 

This logical settlement of all difficulties from 
train robberies has had no precedent as far as 
known, It demonstrates the Mark Twain theorem 
because of the instantaeous action of a good, ordi- 


_|nary train watchman who had been supplied with 


an ordinary revolver and hired to keep his mind 
made up constantly to protect his passengers. The 
good, ordinary watchman earned his money, be- 
cause he actually had his mind made up as per 
his contract, so that it acted at once. 
robbery stopped at once in that case. So will all 
others to which the Mark Twain theorem is ap- 
plied in the same way.

‘Salome” is essentially unclean. It 
sprung from the brilliant but polluted 
mind of a poet who tived a good many 
hundred years too late to find the kind 
of society which he was fitted to ap- 
preciate and which would have felt at 
ease in his presence. Talk of art in 
connection with the opéra built upon 
his play is like talk of the beauty of 
putrescent flesh. Innocence may _re- 
ceive no harm from gazing on grotesque 
exhibitions of immoral passion, but why 
put innocence to such a test? 

Certainly there is—nothing in this 
shocking production to uplift the soul. 
Music critics cite the fact that it is 
full of ‘‘crashing dissonances.’’ This 
and other criticisms lead one to feel 
that Strauss has not in any degree 
redeemed by: his music the pruriency 
of Wilde. - : 

All this being so, it is extraordinary 
that “Salome” has enjoyed such a 
vogue. Even for the sake of so-called 
art, people of wholesome minds are 
not prone deliberately to submit to 
having their eyes and ears and sensi- 
bilities offended. In general, it is 
axiomatic that offensive stage produc- 
tions foredoom themselves to failure. 

The marked falling off in attendance 
at the second production of “Salome,” 
the first having drawn a crowded house,

ALBANY, N. ¥., Dec. 2—By the will 
of former Gov. David B. Hill, who died 
in Albany on Oct. 20, several Missouri- 
ens receive small bequests. The great 
politician left a personal estate worth 
$30,000, besides a fine library. His real 
estate consists of the beautiful home. on 
the outskirts of Albany, known as Wol- 
fert’s Roost. It is assessed at $32,000. but 
is worth considerably more, probably 
more than $200,000. 





Wolfert’s Roost was purchased by Hill} 


when ‘he retired from the Senate in 1897 
from the heirs of Fritz Emmett, the 
actor and he improved the property at 
great expense. It has 36 acres of land, 
including a three-acre artificial lake. It 
occupies a commanding position on the 
boulevard on the outskirts of Albany. 

The bulk of the estate goes to Dr. 
Harris S. Pearz and Peter J. Manwiller, 
both of this city and proteges of Hill. 

To his brother, Dr. Alonzo D. Hill of 
Dexter, Mo., $200 is given and his 
nephews and two nieces, also of Mis- 
souri, get $1000 each. Several friends 
received more than either of his rela- 
tives.

GOVERNORS LIKE 


DIRECT PRIMARY: 
WANTIT 10 GROW} 


Draper of Massachusetts 
Only One at Louisville 
Meeting Opposing It. 


!PARTIES ARE UNITED 


Executive Meeting Pledges 
Delegates to Work for 
Law in All States. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
World and Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 2.—"The 
direct primary is here, and it is here 
to stay. It will soon extend to all 
the states. Popular movements never 
go backward.” 

Every governor, with the exception 
of one, indorsed this sentiment of 
Gov. Fort’s address. The discordant 
note came from Gov. Draper of 
Massachusetts, who was defeated for 
re-election by Eugene N. Foss. 

Gov.-elect McGovern of Wisconsin, 
not only advocated a direct primary, 
but declaring that the ‘Wisconsin 
idea” will eventually become the law 
of every state'in’/ the Union. 

Would Remove Party Line. 

This expression created much dis- 
cussion. Mr. McGovern said: 

“This is not a country of parties. 
Every voter should be allowed and 
encouraged to cast his ballot as he 
pleases. He should not be required to 
indicate in a primary election what 
party he favored. The iuture of this 
country rests with the independent 
voter, and he should be given all of 
the independence necessary. I don’t 
think that it’s anyone's business for 
whom I vote and it’s none of my busi- 
ness whom my neighbor votes for.” : 


Govs. Deneen and Hadley, who de- 


clared they were in favor of a direct 
primary for practically every office 
necessary for the conduct of state 
government, said Mr. McGovern went 
too far. They said a man should be 
proud to indicate his party affillations 
and that the general primary law, as 
practiced in several states now, was 
good enough. Both said they were 
party men and did not believe in al- 
lowing voters to “play horse” with 
candidates. 
Draper Explains Opposition. 

Govs. Marshall and Harmon, while 
making no public speeches, said they 
were in favor of the direct primary 
and believed it should extend to 
United States senators. 

Gov. Draper, a rich man, said: “The 
primary will develop a rule by rich 
men. No man unless he has unlimited 
capital will be able to enter a prim- 
ary campaign. Speaking for myself, I 


ij want to say that I was nominated in 


a convention without the expenditure 
of a single cent.” 

At an executive meeting last night 
practically every member of the con- 
ference pledged himself to fight for a 
direct primary law. -This was done 
regardless of party affiliations. It was 
decided in the future to meet at some 
out-of-the-way place. Spring Lake, 
N. J.. will be the next place of meet- 
ing. The governors realize that on 
account of festivities they are handi- 
capped in their work and have ac- 
complished hothing in the several 
years of their existence as a body. 

The Democratic governors held an 
informal meeting last night and de- 
cided to urge upon every congress- 
man of their respective states the 
necessity of tariff revision. 





GEN. BUCKNER HAS 
PARADISE AS HOME

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 2.—Gen. Si- 
mon Bolivar Buckner, renowned leader 
in the Civil War and former Governor 
of Kentucky, now in his eighty-eighth 
year,’ was an honorary guest of the 
governors yesterday. He is affection- 
ately referred to here as the grand old 
man of Kentucky, and was as joyful as 
a boy. 

“I can’t keep out of politica,” he said. 
“I guess it's in my blood. I wish I 
could have kept out of politics all of 
my lUfe and probably I would have 
been a rich man. But I am happier 
than anybody in the world as it is. I 
came all the way up here from Hart 
County, the best spot in the world, and 
I'm going back there today because I’m 
homesick already. I’m living in the 
same log cabin on my farm in old Hart 
County that I was born in. 

“That cabin is a hundred and three 
years old. My father built it, and it is 
in as good a state of preservation today 
as anyone could wish. I raise my own 
tobacco and I have a fine mint bed, 
and my old dog General wags his tail 
every time I walk into the front yard.

When he wants to cut 
loose he can mix as hard as the best. 
He is a knocker-out when he wants 
to be. 3 

\One of Attell’s greatest feats was his 
fight with Nelson in Philadelphia. Abé 


took that match on at two days’ notice 


when he was entirely out of training. 
Nolan, Nelson’s manager, tried to back 
out at the last moment, but Attell was 
waiting to go into the ring, and Nolan 
was forced to send Nelson in. Bat was 
at his best and was on edge for a fight. 
Mixed it With Nelson. 
To thé surprise of everyone in the 
house. Attell, the featherweight, instead 
of standing off and using his skill to 
show up Nelson's clumsiness without 
taking any risks, just rushed right in 
and mixed furiously from the start to 
the end. Nelson was in an exasperated 
rage. Attell had punched his head near- 
ly off.
